pinion on the motion of T. Watlcins'

The objections to the in- 


dictments, and the motion in arrest, 
wete overruled by the Court, and the 
defendant was ordered to be brought 
in to receive sentence. The Marshal, 
accordingly proceeded to the jail, and 
soon after returned into Court with Or. 
Watlcins in custody, when the follow- 
ing sentence was pronounced by Judge 
CKAXCK : 
In the indictment for 750 dollars: Fi- 


ned S750, and be imprisoned for 
three calendar months from this 14th 
day of August, 1829, inclusive. 


In the 300 dollar case : Fined §300 and 


be imprisoned for three calendar 
months next following the termina- 
tion oL' his imprisonment under the 
sentence in the preceding case. 


In the 2,000 dollar case : Fined $2,000 


and to be imprisoned for three cal- 
endar months next following the ter- 
mination of his imprisonment under 
sentence in the next preceding case 
for S300. 
The prisoner was then re-conducted 


to jail ; and the Court was adjourned 
sine die, after a most laborious term of 
more than three months' duration.

Chinese Manners. — Pekin, the Me- 


tropolis of China, is erected on a very- 
fertile plain, not far south of the Great 
Wall, in the most salubrious part of 
China, abounding with corn, fruits, 
herbs, and roots, and all the necessaries 
and comforts of life, except that of tea, 
none of which grows in that province. 
The streets are always crowded, though 
Chinese women never appear in them, 
except in covered seats or chairs. 
"1 he 


reason of this crowding is, that all pro- 
provisions are brought thither by land 
carriage, no river or canal coming 
within three miles of the city, which 
occasions the streets to be filled with 
carts, camels, horses, and other beasts 
of burden, with their drivers, inso- 
much that it is difficult to pass through 
the gates in a morning or evening.' — 
The artificers also contribute to in- 
crease the crowd, as they work in the 
houses of those who employ them, and 
are perpetually looking out for busi- 
ness. 


Barbers go about ringing bells to get 


customers. 
They carry with them a 


stool, basin, towel, pot and fire, and 
when any person calls to them, they 
rnn up to him, and placing their stool 
in a convenient place in the street, they 
shave the head, clean the ears, put the 
eyebrows in order, and brush the 
shoulders, all for the value of a little 
more than a half-penny.

Lightning.--During a storm in Wash- 


ington city oi! Friday week, five houses 
were struck wills lightning;. 


A most awful storm visited New 


York on the same night, which is said 
to have been one of the most terrible 
convMisions of the elements ever wit- 
nessed. 
The whole city was wrapped 


in fire; the thunder continual, breaking 
frequently with prodigious and start- 
ling; fury; the wind blowing successive 
hurricanes; and the rain descending 
like a deluge. A meteor of unusual 
brightness preceded the storm. ...A- 
midst the appallinghorrors of the night, 
the bells rang the alarm office—which 
proceeded from a house struck with 
lightning.—T\vo or three houses were 
partly consumed by die fire. The 
storm was equally severe and terrific in 
all that region of country. 


On the same night, says the Chester 


county Village Record, "a storm of 
hail, rain, thunder, lightning and wind 
combined as if for purposes of devasta- 
tion, passed over us. 
The rattling of 


the hail—the vivid flashes of lightning 
•—the earth-shaking jar of the rolling 
thunder, were terrific and sublime ; fen- 
ces were prostrated, and large trees 
torn up by their roots in East-Goshen. 


Several houses were struck with 


lightning, on the same night, in Provi- 
dence, R. I. and in Boston. Mass, where 
the storm raged, it Is stated3 with unex- 
ampled fury. 


Intelligence of the capture of Silis- 


tria was transmitted by the Telegraph 
from Strasbourg to Paris on Friday 
night. 
The Augsburg Gazette, which 


reached us yesterday, contains the fol- 
lowing Bulletin, dated Bucharest, J u l y 
2, received by express :—"At this mo- 
ment a courier, sent oil' from Sihstria 
by Lt. Gen. Krassowsky has arrived, 
with the intelligence of that place ha- 
ving1 fallen under the victorious attacks 
of the Russians. 
The Turkish garri- 


son, 
who after an obstinate resistance, 


has been reduced to the last extremity, 
have surrendered themselves prisoners 
of war. 
The garrison consisted of 10,- 


000 men, exclusive of the inhabitants. 
In this number are Hacly Achmet and 
Sert Mahmoud, both three tailed Pa- 
chas, and many other oflicers. 
The 


trophies of this victory are 250 pieces 
of cannon, two horse-tails, upwards of 
100 stand of colours, the flotilla of the 
Danube, and a great quantity of ammu- 
nition and provision." 
The Berlin 


State Gazette gives the following ver- 
sion of this event:—"The garrison con- 
sisting of 8000 men, and the inhabi- 
tants in arms to the number of 10,000, 
are made prisoners of war. The Grand 
Vizier is closely blockaded atSchoum- 
la by Gen. Diebiisch."—A letter of 
the l l t h inst., from Vienna, says, upon 
the same subject: 
"I hasten to inform 


you that \ve have just received advices 
of the capture ofSilislria, which sur- 
rendered by capitulation to the Rus- 
sian army on the 30th of June. 
The 


surrender of this fortress is an event of 
high importance, as it will hasten, and 
render almost certain, the fall of Giur- 
gevo and Rudschuk. 
Thus, with the 


exception of Widdin, against which 
undoubtedly fresh efforts will be suc- 
cessively directed, the whole line of 
the Danube is secured to the Russians 
as the bas.es of their future operations, 
and rhe war will, as it were, cease to 
have Bulgaria for its theatre. 
If it be 


continued, then it will be carried into 
the heart of the empire in Romelia.—

The Tndlnn War.—The St. Louis' 


Times of the-ilh instant, received this 
morning, informs us that the distur- 
bances which took place upon the In- 
dian Frontier have been quelled, and 
that all the troops except one "Hundred 
men, 
who had been ordered out, had 


received commands to return to their 
barracks. 


The difficulty, it is said, grew out of 


something1 like the following- circum- 
stances. 
Five or six families had mo- 


ved to a remote part of Randolph coun- 
ty, for the purpose of raising stock, 
and after they had remained there some 
time, the Indians who were hunting 
in the same range of country, discover- 
ed them, and immediately moved their 
camj) close to the whites and commen- 
ced killing their hogs and other stock, 
and grew so quarrelsome and insolent, 
that the whites sent ar. express to the 
settlements for a force to drive them 
off. 
The Indians, on being apprized of 


this, immediately decamped, and had 
got twelve miles off before the express 
returned with an armed force to the re- 
lief of the settlement. The party on 
their arrival, finding that the Indians 
were gone, thought proper to follow 
them and' demand some .satisfaction, 
and on overtaking the Indians, their 
chief was demanded and then their 
arms, which soon led to an exchange 
of shot and the loss of lives on both 
sides. 
Although the improper con- 


duct of the Indians,, in the first place, 
may have led to this unfortunate result, 
yet there was not a single circumstance 
to induce the belief that they intended 
any further injury.

LATEST FROM. EUROPE. 


By the arrival at New-York from 


Havre, Paris papers to the 7th July, 
one week later than former advices, 
were received. 


Under date of Berlin, 27lh June, a 


new Bulletin from General Debeilsch 
is published, in which he states that in 
order to render complete thi- victory of 
the Russian army of the 1 Hh June, he 
had 
resolved, not only lo pursue 


promptly ihe army of ihe Grant!\ i^icr, 
bnj 10 prevent, if possible, the entry of 
its remnants into Srhoumla. 
The 


corps of count Pahlcn was in conse- 
quence detailed in pursuit of the ene- 
my, and Gen. Kudr}-anoiV was ordered 
lo sustain him. 
The corps of Gen. 


Roth, lo which was added the Sd divi- 
sion of hussars^dvanccd on the 12th by 
Kosapla, upon Maras, imd Gen. Rudi- 
gcr, commander of ihe advanced guard, 
was ordered to extend his line lo 
Karnzyk, and dispatch strong dciach- 
menls towards Eski Slambaul and Kor- 
tesy. 
Counl Pahkn announced that 


the enemy had not appeared at the 
village ofMarkowre, and thai they had 
pursued the direction of Jankow on ihe 
right, and had taken a route accessible 
only to infantry and cavalry. Count 
Pahlen abandoned the pursuit to Gen. 
X.udryano{Y,vr hose division had arrived 
at Marko-wre. 
Count Pabkn found 


the route co\ercd \viih baggage, arms 
and ammunition, as was aUo reported 
by Gen. Xiuhyavu.ff, 
In pursuit of 


rondrf, which for tv/eiUy \verAs . 
leagues) presented the murks of the 
most complete defeat. Prisoners are 
continually arriving. 
Many detach- 


ments of the regular Turkish troops 
threw down their arms, and submitted 
to the generosity of the conquerors.— 
Gen. Roth advanced upon Maras, and 
discovered on the-road to the village 
of Kasepla, near Kurgatfoff, 1650 ca- 
valry. 
He detached Prince Madatow, 


who covered his right wing, with the 
Alexander and Astrachan regiments of 
hussars, and some artillery, to flank the 
enemy and cut off their retreat upon 
Schoumla, while the first regiment of 
Busk received orders to attack them 
iu front. 


The enemy were dispersed and two 


artillery standards captured. A small 
party took refuge in a neighboring re- 
doubt, and were attacked by the hus- 
sars, who were at length forced to re- 
treat,as there were in the redoubt above 
300 infantry 8c 3 cannons. A renewed 
attack was made by Gen. Roth, and as 
the summons of the garrison by Prince^ 
Madatow was answered by a volley of 
bullets, it was charged and carried at 
the point of the bayonet, and three can- 
nun and several standards were taken, 
and the garrison put to the sword.—r 
The loss of the enemy was 600 men, 
and twelve standards. Fifty prisoners 
were taken. The Russians it is said 
had only 100 killed and wounded. 


Speaking of the victory of the llth 


June, the Constitutionel says, "the tri- 
umphs of the Muscovite soldiers in Ihe 
neighborhood of Schoumla, are greater 
than had previously been conjectured, 
and more decisive than could have been 
imagined, 
it is difficult to predict 


what effects will be produced upon the 
Cabinet of St. James by the news from 
Schoumla. It is presumable that the 
views of the British Ministry will not 
be rendered more favorable to Russia 
by this intelligence." 


Accounts from Vienna, to the 25th 


June, state that the official "news of the 
victory obtained by the Russians near 
Schoumia 
had occasioned 
strange 


movements at that place. 
Prince Met- 


ternich, not prepared for such intelli- 
gence, was astounded, and forthwith 
despatched several couriers for Eng- 
land and the frontiers of Transylvania; 
and as the plague had for a long lime 
been a pretext for the inarch of troops, 
so on this occasion it was used for 
sending troops towards the theatre of 
war, to reinforce the cordon sanitaire. 


A letter dated Messina, May 1st, 


says, that a few days previous an erup- 
tion of Mount Etna had taken place.— 
The volcano burst out with amazing 
fury, and two craters had opened on 
the north side of the mountain. Du- 
ing the eruption an extraordinary heat 
prevailed for two clays in Messina.— 
The eruption did much damage to the 
produce in general, but no lives were 
lost.

compassion for the original "Lords of 
the Soil," pretty generally prevails.- in 
this country, and a strong aversion to 
the plans entertained by some, to exter- 
minate these hapless and yet noble sons 
of the Forest.

several Indian iribes own and occupy ( 
lands, to avail themselves of ihe present 
crisis to drive of." ihe natives and take 
possession of their lerrilories. 
The 


Stale of Georgia, more especially, hav- 
ing for a longtime coveted their neigh- 
bors' propcrty,seem to be bent upon the 
•accomplishment of ihis favorite object 
wilh as lillle delay as possible. 
In ihe 


year 1S02, the government of the U. 
Stales agreed with the Stale of Georgia, 
not with Ihe Indians, to procure ihe In- 
dian lands for Ural stale as soon as 
practicable- The Georgians seem lo 
understand practicability to allude lo 
power; and as ihe Uhiied Slales have 
long been able to force the Indians -,o 
quit, ihey complain much of delay in 
using thai power ; and finally, being li- 
red of-waiting, ihcy have commenced a ' 
scries of measures, ihe effect of which 
they intend shall be lo clear this ground 
of The natives, thai they may scizu it for 
themselves. A few years since, a pre- 
tended treaty was cnicrcd into by par' 
of a tribe, in which was the form ol a 
provision that they should quit the 
country. The insliunvenl v, as hurried 
ihroughaud sent to Co«g~rs>,uud ihi-re 
in point of form, ratified by the Senate. 
Upon a reprvscnianon o!' facts, alled- 
ging thai it had brcn fraudulent!) oh- ] 
taincd, the Ser.aH' annulled h ; aiid 
new one was entered into, and s;

The leyi.shiure of that state, in ihc 
year 1795, if we recollect right, having 
as strong a disposition to speculate in 
lands,"u?, exists in the state at the pre- 
sent time, sold a large quantity of land, 
commonly called the Yazoo purchase, 
and received more or less of the pay 
therefor. 
A great noise was made a- 


boul tliis sale, and at a subsequent e- 
lection, a new set of men were chosen 
to the legislature; who, in a formal 
manner, and by a legislative act, decla- 
red the sale to be void, on I he ground of 
fraud m Ihe contract j arid then, formed 
a grand and solemn procession of the 
members, who moved in a dignified 
manner to a bonfire, and committed all 
the records of the State, that related to 
this transaction, lo the flames. 


This seems tn be a precedent in point, 


the authority of which that State can- 
not gainsay or dispute, to show the 
power of a legislative body to vacate 
and destroy a legislative act, on the al- 
legation of fraud. 
The cases, in this 


respect, are precisely parallel. In the 
Yazoo purchase, the legislature of 
Georgia satisfied themselves at least, 
that there wits fraud in the contract, 
and on that specific ground declared it 
null and void. The Senate of the U. 
States became equally convinced that 
the pretended treaty above referred to 
had been fraudulently obtained, and 
therefore considered it as null and void. 


In this state of things, then, the state 


of Georgia must find some other ground 
on which to justify their proceedings 
calculated to force the Indians from 
their own grounds, for the purpose of 
seizing them for themselves, Indians 
are men, not beasts, and therefore can- 
not be hunted from their homes like 
bears and wolves—they are. red, not 
black, and therefore cannot be treated 
wilh gross injustice like negro slaves. 
If unlawful violence is used towards 
them, we trust there is still, low as we 
are reduced, justice enough in the 
country to protect them from violence 
and robbery. 
If there is not, we have 


full confidence that there is a higher 
power that will first or fast avenge their 
wrongs.
